go forther 1 must congratulate the Committee, and

. Besant, Dr. Sunderli}, Pundit Madan Mohan Malaviya, 
“Hon. Rai Bahadur Ganga Pershad Varma, Sir Gooroo 
Das Banerjee, Dr. Rash Bahari Ghose and outside the Com- 
mittee such.active helpers as the Maharaja’ of Bikanir 
and the Maharaja of Benares, on the suceess which has 
already crowned their effort, - I need not review the his- 
tory of the movem -nt which resulted in proposals fora 
Hindu University: t Benares and a Moslem Universitv 


at Aligarh. I will deal with the results that have emerged- 


from long discussion. The facts are. well-known. But 
J will confidently say this, that ifanyone had predicted 
ten years ago that the idea of a University of this kind, 
then in the air, would take practical. shape he simply 
would not have been believed. The University Commis- 
sion, an influential body, recently. pronounced against 
such a University, and there was widespread opposi- 
tion and hostility to any scheme which threatened tocut 
into existing territorial Universities. It would seem in- 
credible ten years ౨2౦ that the Government of India sho- 
uld associate itself with a movement of this kind. That 
difficulties have been overromeis in a large measure due 
to a genuine spirit of co-operation which has inspired tt e 
University Committee. „My Lord! this is no ordinary oc- 
casion ; weare watching to-day the birth ofa new, and 
many hope better, type of University. The main featu- 
res of this University, which distinguish it from the exist- 
ing Universities, wili be first that it will be a teaching 
and residential university ; secondly, that, while it willbe 
open to all castes und creeds, it will insist upon religious 
instruction for Hindu వ and thirdly, that it will be con- 
ducted and managed . v the Hindu community and almost 
entirely by non-officia:s. Isay that this is a new type, 
and many hope better, typeof University. Let not thisbe 
takenas disparaging the work of the existing Universities. 
That would indeed be gross ingratitude and sheer injustice. 
India owes much to her Universities inevery department 
of intellectual life and’ energy. They were based on the 
latest model, the London University, then recently found 
ed and much admired and only lately condemned by the 
great Commission on University Education in London as 
fundamentally defective. The test minds in India are, 
I think, now in aggreensent that teaching and residential 
Universities are the special need of India to-day. At the 
same time tbere is naturally very little knowledge. in the 
‘country of what a teaching and residential University 
is. To this want of knowledge! attribute much of the 
criticism which has been levelled against the constitu- 
tion of the Benares Hindu University. The conditions 
which are approprijat» and necessary in a teaching and 
residential university have been viewed away through 
glasses of minds habituated to existing Universities. This 
is only natural in the circumstances of India. I wish 
it were possible to say in a few words what a 
teaching and residential University really means. Pro- 
bably the best idea will be obtained from Cardinal 
Newmans idea of a University. May I quote a passage 


from the report of the Commission on University Educa- ' 


tion in London, the most authoritative statement of mo- 
dern times on Univertity education. It runs as follows: 
“In tha first place it isessential thatregular students of a 
University should be uble to work in intimate and con- 
stant association with their fellow students, not only of 


the same but of different faculties, and also in close con- | 


tact with tar teachers.” The University would be orga- 
niséd on this basis and should regard it as the ordinary 
and nonus. state of thiags. This is impossible, however, 
when any considerable nronartion of students are not fit- 
ted by previous training to receive University education 
and therefore do not andcannot take their place 
in the common life of the University . as a commu- 
nity of teachers and students, but, as far as 
their intellectual education is ‘concerned, conti- 
nue ina s!steotpupilage ard receive instruction of meuh 
the same kind as at school, though under conditions of 
greater: individual freedom. Itis good that students 
should be brought together if only in this way, and New- 
man, writing in J552. even went so faras tasay: “I 
protest to you, gentlemen, that if I had to choose bet- 
ween a so-calied University whieh dispensed with resi- 
dence and tutorial superintendence and gave its degrees 
to any person who passed an examination 
in“ a wide range of subjects and a University 
which bed no” professors or examinations at all but 
merely brought a number ef young mon together for 
three or four years and thea sent them away, as the

Nevertheless this is only 
one side of the question, and in any case Newman does 
not refer to the kind of student life that can be reproduc- 
ed in London; but for this very reason it is more essential 
that in such University as London can have, students and 
teachers should be brought together in living intercourse 
in the daily work of the University. Fromthe time an 
undergraduate enters the University he should: find bim- 
self a member of the community in which he has his part 
to play. Teaching. and learning should be combined 
of teachers 
and students, their association on more or less 
fraternal lines. That isthe keynote‘of a. teaching and 
residential University. The University does not aim at 
mere intellectual attainment overhung by examinations. 
It isthe way of life and the way of corporate life. 
Those of us who have been at Oxford and Cambridge 
can appreciate - the force and meaning of Newman's 
vivid words. But Oxford and Cambridge are not the only 
models, There is much to be learned in India from other 
Universities which are more definitely practical in aim. 
They are all, however, alike in this, that they pursue an 
outlook on lite from a higher 





no matter whether the dominant note be philosophical or 
techpical. So much forthe teaching and residential 
aspect of the University. There remains the question of 
religious instruction. You know the history of religious 
instruction in. India, the fixed and unalterable neutrality 
of the British Government, and Low in every province 
at the present time earnest men are seeking to find some 
means of infusing religious and moral- ideas into the 
swiftly on-rushing intellectualism ofthe day. Itisa 
matter which we must leave`to the Hindu community 
to work out on the lines which ` best commend them- 
selves to it.

Bill and original statutes. Regulations are in course of. 


preparation. It was only by a ‘tour de force’ on the part 
of Mr. Sharp, Dr. Sunderlal and Mr. Muddiman that the 
Bill and statutes have been prepared in time. Inthe 
first place, as regards the form of the Bill, I must ex- 
plain that its apparent brevity is due partly to accepted 
practice conducive to the maximum of elasticity where- 
by only essentials are included in. the legislative 
measure, partly to the desirability of relegating much to 
statute and regulation. Schedule 2 is very full and can 
be still further extended . by the addition hereafter of 
such statutes as are not required for permitting the 
University to get.immediately to work, and regulations 
have stili to be framed. 

I willnow try togive youa brief account of 
the organisation ofthe new University. You 
will see that itis a somewhat complicated organisation, 


and it has been necessary to define and adjust the func- - 


tions with some care. The University isan All-India 
University. It is incorporated forthe teaching of all 
knowledge, but will commence with five faculties, arts. 
science, law, oriental studies and theology. I know that 
many of the promoters desire to add the faculty of tech- 
‘nology. This desire has my full sympathy, and I trust 
that adequate funds will soon be forthcoming. ‘The Uni- 
versity will be open to students from al! parts of India on 
conditions which I shall specify hereafter. The Governor- 
General] is the Lord Rector ofthe University and the 
Lieutenant-Governor ofthe United Provinces of Agra 
and Oudhis Visitor of the University. Among those 
whom the University will delight to honour are Patrons, 
Vice-Patrons and Rectors. The governing body isa 
numerous and very representative Court with an execu- 
tive body in the Council of not more than 30 members, of 
whom 5 will be members of the Senate. The Ac 
ademic body is the Senate, consisting of not less than 40 
members with an executive body in the Sindicate The 
Senate wll have entire charge of the organisation of in- 
struction in the ` University and constituent colleges. 
curriculam and examinations and discipline of stndents 
and conferment of ordinary avd honorary degrees. Except 
in matters reservedito it, therSenate is under the control of 
the Covrt working throvgh the Council. The Senate will 
be constituted as follows; — 

i. Ex-Officio:—(a) Chancellor; Pro-Chancellor, Vice 
Chancellor and the Pro. Vice-Chancellor for the time 
being. (b) University Professors. (c) Principals or heads 
of constitutent colleges of the University, 

2. Elected:—{a) 5 members to be elected by the Court, 
(b) 5 members to be elected by registered Graduates of 
the University from such date as the Court may fix, (c) 5 
representatives of Hindu religion and Sanskrit learning 
to he elected bv the Senate. (b) Should the Vice-Chan- 
callor declare that there is a deficiency inthe number of 
members required in any faculty or faculties, then 5 or 
less persons be elected by the Senate eminent in the 
subject or subjects of that faculty or thase ficulties. 

_3. Nominated వార్‌ members will be nominated by the 
Vistor. 

The Synsicata willsconsist of the Vice-Chancellor, 
Pro-Vice Chancellor and 15 members, of whom no lesa 
than 10 shall be University Principals or Professors of 
The object aimed at is to secure 
that purely academic matters should be decided by a 
body, mainly exvert. While the government and super 


vision ofthe University rests with the Court and the” 


Council, it is necessary to represent the 
latter inorder that the academic view may always 
be before it.

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liheral than the constitution of the existing Universities, 
No Government can allow Universities to grow up with- 
out control., In most European countries Universities 
or at least the majority of them are entirely State Uni- 
versities, In the course of these discussions two policies 
emerged, one was a policy of trust, the other a policy of ` 
distrust. Government might well have said to Society: — 
ళ్‌ You are starting a pew kind of University without ung 
experience ofit in India. We must guide you from 
within at any rate until you prove your worth 
and the value of your degrees.” Thai would 
not have been an unreasonable attitude. But 
we preferred to trust society, to leave them 
large autonomy and to reserve to Government 
only necessary powers of intervention if things go wrong. 
I hope that things will not go wrong;bnt you wiil not 
misunderstand me when I say that the taking of these 
powers is a necessary precaution. You will also realise 
that, to some extent, this is a leap in the dark, and that 
the machinery which is being provided is very complicated 
and might, in conceivable circumstarces, produce 
friction. I hope that intervention willnot be required, 
We desire, and Sir James Meston desires, that you should 
manage yout own affairs. We areansious-to maintain 
the dignity and independence of the University, but we 
must, in the public interest, in the interests of the rising 
generation, in your owninterests, have power to interfere 
should things go wroug. We could not contemplate 
మం existence of the University or recognise 
its degress in any other terms, but, with 
this one reservation, we wish to see you realise your own 
_way of life, your own way of corporate life. I ask the 
Hon. menibers to compare the constitution of this Uni- 
versity with that of the oldes: University in India. And 
yet who will deny that the University of Calcutta has 
had in practice a measure of independence thatis not 
accorded to Universities in most countries? Tn Calcutta 
80 of 100 ordinary members cf the Senate are nominated 
by the Chancellor, who is ex-officio the Governor-General 
while the eletion of the remaining 20 is subject to the 
approval of the Chancellor. In the case of this University 
„only 5 out. of the minimum of 50 are nominated by the 
Visitor, who is ex-officio the Lieutenant Governor of the 
United Provinces, and this provision was suggested 
by yourselves in order to secure expert official help 
and co-operation. In Calcutta the appointment 
of Professors requires the sanction of the Government of 
India. In this University no such sanction is required. 
There will be inthis University. under normal conditions, 
no interference whatever from outside with the Universi- 
ty staff.In Caleutta the Vice-Chancellor is appointed 
by the Governor-General in Council. In this University 
the Court elects the Vice-Chancellor subject.only to the 
approval of the Visitor. The Court has power to elect 
its own Chancellor and Pro-Charcellor. In Court and 
Council the Government has no voice or representation 
whatever. Ordinary powers of intervention are vested 
in tae Visitor. The visitor will be close åt hand when you 
will need his help at evey turnin theacquisition ofland 
and in many other ways. And you will not appeal toSir 
James Meston in vain. Extraordinary powers are vested 
in the Governor-General in Council. You need not be 
alarmed lest they be exercised unduly, The tendency will 
be the otherway. Itwillnotbe in human paturethatthe 
Visitor in the Government should seek 
lightly ` the intervention of the Governor- 
General in Council. Ihave not noticed such tendency 
jn the Government of India; the tendency is all the other 








; way, toavoid interference in detail of administration. The 


terms are necessarily gen^ral, but it is made quite clear 
that theyare extraordinary and emergent powers, and 
considering how much this movement already owes to the 
Government of India, I confidently ask you to beleive in 
our ‘bona fides.’ We have trusted the promoters so much 
that I think we ourselves may claim some trust at your 
hands. 


So much for the constitution of the Univer- 
sity. There remains the question of admission 
to the University, andthis raises the whole 


question of recognition of schools and matriculation. 
This will be dealt with ia regulations, but L wii tell 
you exactly what is our policy iu the matter and what 
principles underlie it. Some of the promoters. I under- 
stand, desire to kesp the recognition of schools in the 
hands of the University and to conduct their own matri- 
culation examination. This wish is opposed to ali the 
-best modern view onthe subject. This view, strongly 
emphasised hy the Commiss on on University Education 
the central educational 
authority which is concefued to see that its grants are 
effectively used, and that it is that authority also which 
must provide for the co-ordination of secondary schools 
and Universities and must give the necessary assurance 
to the latter that pupils seeking admission to their degree 
courses have reached the required standard of education. 
The Committee, i may mention, accept the recognition of 
schools by Local Governments end Durbars. 

As regards Matriculutiou. I must remind the Council 
that thisis nota federal territorial University, but a 





teaching and residential University. In the case of the 
Dacea University the Committees decided that it could 
not conduct its own matriculation ‘examination. It was 


recognised that most of the high school students would 
be reading ior admission to the collegas of the Calcutta 
University, and that, therefore. the requirements: of that 
University must regulate the course of studies in those 
schools.

The prohibition conse- 
quently was not effective but it undoubtediy had a bene- 
ficial effect. Regarding the external wheat position Mr. 
Clark continued:—The Dardanelles were closed just 
when,the Russian crop was beginning to move and prob- 
ably 2 million tons of wheat are locked up awaiting ship- 
ment from the Russian ports. Australia has suffered from 
severe. drought, and is actually importing wheat instead 
of exporting. Bad weather has: delayed the harvesting 
of the Argentine crop. Serious aspect of the case from 
India’s point of . view is the, intensity ot the demand 
which unless the Russian crop is released, must, so far, 
as we can foresee, exist up to the end of. June. We have’ 
in ‘sight now humanity ‘speaking one of the 
largest crops thathas. ever ‘been harvesting in 
India. IJ have already called attention. I do not think 
the Hon. Members who represent wheat consuming 
districts in India would agree- that transferrence from 
one food to another can be so’ easily achieved. The 
primary problem before the Government-has been how . 
to nullify the efféct in Indii of the world market price or 
in other words how toremove India from. the world 
market unless we do so. [tis niorally certain that high 


- prices must continue until world's available supplies are 


restored to somethirg like their normal level. A simple 


means of achieving their end and of safeguarding Indian 


prices would be merely to prohibit all export but the 
amount consumed in this country is a fairly constant 
quantity. and it is absolutely certain 
that this year there will be `a large. 
surplus available for export over and above what is re- 
quired for consumption. It would be equally uonessary 
and unjustifiable to lock this surplus indefinitely, a course: 
which would be unjust to the agriculturist aud would 
mean a very serious loss to the country. Our interest 
especially at a time when a heavy strain is being placed 
on our finances lies inthe maintenance: of onr export 
trade.

Our commu- 
nique preshadowed thisin that it stated that alter the Ist 
of April no private export of wheat would 
be ‘allowed. What we propose is that wheatior 
export sball only be boughton behalf of the C overn- 
ment andonly shipped on behalf of the Government. 
We shall therefore prohibit export of wheat except on 
‘behalf of the Crown from the lst April to the 3lst March 
next year. We have decided, ] should explain, to extend 
by another three mouths the period of prohibition origi- 
nally announced in our communique. Tt is our desire as 
far as possible to aveid interference with the ordinary 
channels of trade and we propose therefore to employ as 
` our agents firms who normally conduct the export of 
wheat in India. We propose to appoint special officers 
who willbe known as the wheat commissioners with 
sufficient staff to supervise the operations in India and 
have selected for this purpose Mr. Gubbaya very able ofh- 
cial in the CustomsSezvice who has had special expe- 
rience of commercial questions. The Firms smpltored 
“will buy at prices fixed by us and wheat will be shirped 
in the main to London and will be sold there through 
ordinary commercial agznies on behalfofthe Government. 
The firms acting as our agents will be rem unerated in 
. ordinary manner by a commission and profits of transac- 
tions will accrue to the Government. A's I have already 
indicated these profits may be large and it has seemed to 
us right that they should be secured by the state rather 
than that they shonld go to the enrichment of one par- 
ticular class of the community but we regard these pro- 
fits agin a different category to our ordinary revenue 
and we hope that it may be possible to make some 
arrangements by which such profits as may accrue 
willbe earmarked for special purposes. The essence of 
the schere is that the Government will have 
the powe. of fixing the prices at which purchases are to 
take place in India for export or rather above which they 
are not to take place. This with the additional safeguard 
‘that the Government will also prescribe maximum 
quantities to be bought shonid secure that there could be 
no possibility of purchase for export forcing up prices. 
The Hon. Members will naturally feel that the question 
of the initial price at which the working of the ssheme is 
to open thus becomes a very important one. The actual 
figure cannot be announced yet as it is still some days 
before the end ot ihe month and further 
fluctuations of the price may yet occur and in 
the meantime we are in consultation with the 
LocallGovernments mainly concerned, and with the trade 
on the point. Initial igure will be fixed with regard 
primarily to the interests of the consumer for while we 
do not intend to debar thecultivator from any part ofthe 
profit he mighthave looked forward to had'the times been 
normal we are not prepared to let the consumer suffer ina 
year of Indian plenty by reas onof the abnormal circum- 
stances arising out ofthe war. Subject to this our inten- 
tion is that the initial prices at which buying will com- 
menca for Apri! shipment should be relatively high as 
compared with sutsequent prices which weshall fix. Tha 
price will be lowered for May shipments and we shall 
reserve to ourselves the discretion to lower the 
initial price even earlier thanthe 30th April shouldit 
seem advisabletodoso and still further, reductions 
willbeannounced for June shipment. We hope in 
this way to bring prices steadily and surely down. 
These-aze the principles of the scheme. [t possess 5 
the advantages which the advocates of export duty c’a‘m 
for it, but it is not I think open to objections. it resem- 
bles export duty in thatthe difference between Indian and 
World price will be securedto the Government but it 
avoids disturbance to trade which must result from un- 
certain operation of export duties, and it avoids doubt as 
to how far export duty would reaily control exports and 
protect the interests of the consumer.. Our system 


practically amounts to regulation of prices through 
export trade not in its own- interests bat 
in those of the Indian consumer, while a greater 


measure of stability which our scheme will secure will 
algo benetit the cultivator whose interests 
system of export duties would be detrimentally aifected 
by uncertainties of the market. The details are matters 
of machinery with which it would be burdensome for me 
to trouble the Council and which are still to a large 
extent under considerazion and discussion with the trade. 
Our colleague inthis council, the Hon. Mr. Marshall 
Reid affords us willing and valuablo assistance. Working 
ofa scheme involves the Government taking action in an 
unfamiliar feld I can assure the Council that we shall 
be very glad to consider any suggestions that may be 
made to us and we mosi carefully weigh any represen- 
tations regarding hardships to other interests which 
have not yet been brought to our notice. We may, I am 
sure, count on the loca! coperation of trade. 

Mr. Clark in conclusion said he would accept the 
Resolution if Pandit Malaviya would amend the Resolu- 
tion adding the following “So long it was regarded as a 
special economic condiifon arising out of war.”

Sir Edward Grey on War & Its Issue, 
LOSDON, March 28, 

Sir Edward Grey, speaking on ! «œ origin and issue of 
the war, emphasised thai all might have been avoided by 
a European Conference. Germany Judging from her ex- 
perience at the Balkaa Conference, knew she could have 
counted on our good will, but, Germany repused every 
suggestion and on her rests. for all time, the appalling 
responsibility for war. Grey affirmed, amid loud cheers, 
that tbis was the fourth time within living memory that 
Prussia had made war on Europe and he added “Wa are 
determined it shall be the last” It would have been far 
easier to settle the dispute between Austria and Serbia 
which Germany had made the occasion for war than it 
was successfully to get through the Balkan crisis, 
Germany knew we the? sought no diplomatic triump. 
We did not give ourselves to any  intrigve: but. we 
pursued impartially and honourasiy the end of peace, 
We were ready last duly todosame again, We had 
given in recent years to Germany every assurance 
thet no aggrestion upon her would receive any support 
from us. Wehad withheld from ber but one thing, 
namely, an unconditional promise to stand aside, how- 
ever aggressive Germany herself might be to her 
neighbours. 

France, Italy and Rassiu were ready in July to accept 
a Conference. “We knew that after the British proposals 
for Conference were made Tsar himsel? proposed 
to Kaiser that dispute ‘shoud be referred 
to Hague-~"We now know that-thefGerman Government 
was prepared for war as only those peopie who planned 
it conld prepare”. 

Grey continued that long before war we had given to 
Belgium a pledge that never would we violate her neu- 
trality so long as it was respected by others. If Germany 
inve jed Belgium we were bound to oppose Gerimany 
with all our strenghth. Ifwe had notdone so atthe 
first moment. was there anyone now who believed 
that when Germany atiacked the Belgians, shot non-com- 
batants, ravaged the country and violated allrules of war 
and all rulesłoť humanity, was there anyone who thought 
it possible now that we could have sat still and looked 
on without permanent disgrace? One essential conditon 


- ofthe terms of peace must be the restoration to Belguim 


of her independence and national life, free possession of 
her territory and reparation so fur as possible for cruel 
wrong done toler. Great issue for which the allies 
were fighting was that the nations of Europe should be 
free to live independent lives working out their own 
forms of government and theirown national development 
whether great or smali states, in fall liberty. (Loud 
cheers.) German ideal wis thatthe Germans were 
superior people to whom all things were lawful in secur- 
ing power and against whom any resistance was un- 
lawful, German aimed at establishing domination over 
the nations ofthe continent imposing not iberty for 
every nation but subservieace to Germany: {he would 
rather perish or leave the cantinent a: her than 
live under such condition. fcheers.} |

The Germans’ first 
rush succeeded „Where the trenches had been blown 
in, but eastward of the village the British Infantry made 
4 most determined stand. ‘Their fire was so steady and 
well directed that the German losses were terrible. four 
men sticking to their posts until at last overwhelmed by 
sheer weight of numbers. The Germans then rushed 
to the supported trenches which were blown up by a 
mine und pentrated the village itself. The first British 
vounter-attack was delivered at 2-30 in the morning and 
was partly successful. Two hours later we drove the 
enemy out of the village and from all. the trenches 
which Lad not been destroyed. The fighting in St. Eloi 
itgeif was very tierce. The Germans had erected barri- 
cades in the streets defended by machine guns. . These 
were stormed one by one regardless of losses. 


Saving the Wounded. 


A pleasing feature of the fight was that the Germans 
retrained trom firmg on our bearer parties carrying the 
wourced. Prisoners admit that they suffered very great 
losses from shell fire. “Eye-witness " adds that the 
German wounded have to thank the British for many 
acts ot kindness even in the excitement of the assault. A 
brilliant example is quoted of a British soldier carrying a 
Prussian officer, whose arm had been blown off to a place 
of safety under heavy fire. 


Gallantry of Officers. 


“ Eve-witness” dwells on the gallantry of regimental 
officers. The heavy toll among them is largely due to 
the advance through intricate country intersected by 
hedges and ditches. Platon commanders reconnoitre the 
ground inorder to circumvent obstacles and prevent 
undue 105865 among the men. The success they have 

achieved is extraordinary and the spirit of the troops is 
the best proof of the qualities cf the officers. 


Bombs on Paris, 
Further Particulars. 

A Loxpon, March 22. 

Two territorials at Compiegne, guarding the railway at 
night, saw, by the light of the moon, airships silhouetted 
against the sky and gave the alarm, which was instantly 
telephoned to Paris, where the airships were greeted with 
tremendous artillery and rifle fire. They retreated north- 
ward. The inbabitants plainly saw the great machines 
in the rays of searchlights. The bombs emitted a sicken- 
ing smell. There were many most miraculous escapes. 
One hole made by a bomb was as large as a house. 
Others penetrated two tenements in which there were 
seventy and two hundred occupants respectively; but no: 
one was hurt. Another fell near the American hospital, 
The building was shaken and the chief d-ctor was thrown 
out of bed. 


A Paris Communique. 

LONDON, March 22, 
Paris, Afternoon communique says.—A German’ 
attack took some sections of trenches at Notre Dame de 
Lorette but we counter-attacked and recaptured them.

Surrender of Przemysl. 
LONDON, Marck 22. 
[I PETROGRAD. ~ A communique announces that Przemy- 
si has surrendered. A Te Deum was held at the Russian 
headquarters, which was attended by the Tsar. 

The surrender of Przemysl, after six months’ war, is 
regarded as a very important success and comes at an 
apportune moment for the Russians. The Garrison is 
large, being estimated at 25,000 people. There were 
twelve villages within the fortress. Success was achie- 
ved at minimum cost. 

Latest telegrams from Petrograd says that, according 
to the prisoners’ statements, famine prevailed in Przemysl. 
They were without bread or meat and there were no 
animals except officers’ horses. Though game was some- 
times bagged, soldiers were living on tinned food some 


of which was brought by aircraft. They suffered 
from typhoid and other diseases; consequently 
troops were greatly discontented. They 


declared that recent jsorties caused an extravagant 
waste of ammunition and were due to the desire-of the 
commanders to terminate the situation.
